What  if  there  were  at  least  one  listener-supported,  community 
access,  politically  aware  radio  station  with  guts  in  every  city  in  the 
country?  We  could  have  a  network  with  news  programming  even 
better  than  KPFA's  whose  broadcast  could  reach  a  solid  two  million 
people  every  night.  It's  no  fantasy.  In  fact,  a  community-based  radio 
network  is  inevitable  within  the  next  several  years. 

The  biggest  thing  to  happen  to  communications  since  television 
has  been  the  slow  but  steady  growth  of  community-based  radio.  Each 
year,  several  new  community-based  radio  stations  go  on  the  air, 
providing  an  alternative  to  the  'climax  every  three  minutes'  formula 
used  in  'successful'  T.V.  programming.  Quiet  as  this  movement  may 
be,  it  is  the  only  realistic  hope  for  good,  national  electronic 
communications  we  have. 

Many  of  you  know  that  KPFA  was  the  first  fully  listener- 
sponsored  radio  station  of  any  size  in  the  U.S.  and  that  Pacifica 
(the  non-profit  corporation  which  owns  the  five  Pacifica  stations 
including  KPFA)  was  responsible  for  starting  the  first  three  such 
stations  in  the  country.  First  there  was  KPFA  in  1949,  followed  later 
by  KPFK  in  Los  Angeles  and  WBAI  in  New  York.  By  the  early  60's, 
other  people  started  getting  the  idea  and  formed  non-profit 
corporations  of  their  own  and  filed  applications  with  the  FCC.  By 
the  early  70's,  about  twenty  more  stations  made  the  air,  and  it  looks 
like  the  growth  rate  will  continue. 

During  the  last  few  years  these  stations  have  taken  the  first 
serious  steps  towards  the  kind  of  cooperation  which  will  lead  to  a 
country-wide  network.  An  organization  called  the  National 
Federation  of  Community  Broadcasters  has  taken  the  lead  towards 
this  goal.  It  is  a  loosely-knit  federation  of  community-based,  non- 
commercial, listener-supported  radio  stations  (all  of  which  are  owned 
by  non-profit  corporations  in  their  own  communities).  This 
federation  also  includes  allied  groups  such  as  news  services  and 
video  production  units. 

The  Federation  operates  out  of  an  office  in  Washington,  D.C. 
Terry  Clifford  and  Tom  Thomas,  who  both  head  the  office,  act  as 
advocates  for  the  Federation's  dealings  with  the  federal  broadcast 
bureaucracy,  which  includes  regulatory  agencies  like  the  FCC, 
funding  agencies  like  the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting,  and 
HEW.  Terry  and  Tom  publish  a  bi-weekly  newsletter  on  the  various 
stations  as  well  as  provide  information  about  community  radio 
stations. 

KPFA  is  a  member  of  NFCB,  and  we  attended  the  National 
Alternative  Radio  Conference  held  in  Telluride,  Colorado  this  June. 
Telluride  was  chosen  as  a  site  because  all  the  previous  meetings  had 
been  in  the  East  and  in  the  middle  of  filthy  cities;  Telluride  is  set 
among  green  mountains  in  southwest  Colorado  and  even  has  its  own 
small  community  station,  KOTO-FM. 

NFCB  sponsored  and  organized  this  conference  with  about  150 
radio  and  viedo  people  participating.  The  primary  purpose  for  this 
national  get-together  was  for  radio  people  to  meet  other  radio  people 
and  exchange  experiences.  There  were  workshops  on  programming, 
fund-raising  and  legal  problems. 

One  of  the  several  projects  discussed  during  the  conference  was 
NFCB's  participation  in  the  FCC's  possible  restructuring  of  the  lower 
frequency  of  the  FM  band.  The  frequencies  between  88  and  92  FM 
are  reserved  for  non-commercial,  community  stations.  The  FCC  may 


change  some  of  its  rules  concerning  these  frequencies  and  possibly 
room  will  be  found  on  the  dial  for  twice  as  many  listener-supported 
stations.  NFCB  brought  together  engineers  and  lawyers  who  will 
submit  a  detailed  set  of  comments  to  the  FCC  which  are  in  line  with 
the  interests  of  listener-supported,  'public'  radio. 

NFCB  and  Pacifica  have  also  jointly  proposed  to  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  to  use  satellites  for  a 
nationwide  link-up  of  community  radio  stations.  Satellites  are 
generally  cheaper  and  provide  better  quality  connections  that 
traditional  earth  links,  but  rental  of  the  satellite  and  building  the 
ground  stations  require  a  large  initial  cost.  NASA  is  interested  in  the 
technical  experimentation  we  could  conduct  with  satellites,  and 
therefore  is  willing  to  donate  them  if  we  can  pay  for  the  ground 
stations.  We  will  be  working  on  this  complicated  project  through  the 
summer. 

The  most  important  struggle  at  the  Telluride  conference 
concerned  Third  World  involvement  in  NFCB.  Most  of  the  existing 
listener-supported  radio  stations  were  started  by  and  continue  to  be 
operated  solely  by  white  men.  In  most  of  the  stations,  the 
involvement  of  Third  World  people  is  limited  to  programming.  Actual 
decision-making  is  still  done  mainly  by  whites,  even  though  many  of 
the  cities  served  by  these  stations  have  large  Third  World 
communities.  There  are  now  the  beginnings  of  a  program  at  NFCB 
to  involve  Third  World  people  and  women  in  decision-making.  A 
Third  World  Coalition  has  been  formed  within  NFCB,  and  at  least 
two  of  its  members  will  be  represented  on  the  NFCB  steering 
committee.  Don  Foster,  who  works  in  both  the  Third  World  and 
News  departments  at  KPFA,  was  elected  to  that  committee.  It  will 
be  a  long  fight  to  overcome  racism,  sexism  and  other  forms  of 
elitism  which  still  pervade  community  radio. 

Seven  people  from  KPFA  attended  the  conference:  Don  Foster, 
Ellen  Dubrowin,  Alan  Snitow,  Kathy  McAnally,  Vic  Bedoin,  Don 
Sortor  and  myself,  Randy  Thorn.  We  were  all  surprised  by  the 
diversity  of  other  stations  attending.  They  ranged  all  the  way  from 
the  very  powerful  stations  like  KCHU  in  Dallas,  KAXE  in  Grand 
Rapids,  Minnesota  and  the  two  Pacifica  stations  represented  (KPFA 
and  KPFK  in  Los  Angeles)'  to  the  few  small  ones  like  KOTO  in 
Telluride.  Other  cities  in  which  community  stations  already  exist 
include  New  York,  Memphis,  St.  Louis,  Denver,  Seattle,  Cincinnati, 
Madison,  Houston,  Dayton,  Atlanta,  Pittsburgh,  Portland  and 
Columbus. 

The  future  of  community  radio  looks  optimistic,  because  it  is  a 
real  people's  movement.  It  doesn't  depend  on  a  few  entrepreneurs 
to  figure  out  what  to  do  next.  Every  one  of  these  stations  has 
succeeded  because  a  group  of  people  were  willing  to  work  their  asses 
off  for  little  or  no  money.  Even  more  important  and  more  promising 
are  the  people  within  the  communities  who  recognize  something 
new  and  exciting  and  worthwhile„when  they  hear  it  and  are  not  only 
willing  and  anxious  to  support  it  financially.  The  fact  that  once  on 
the  air  practically  no  listener-supported  station  has  failed  to  stay  on, 
means  that  community  radio  with  imagination  and  guts  is  here  to 
stay.  And  now  that  the  stations  have  found  each  other,  it's  only  a 
matter  of  time  before  millions  of  people  across  the  country  are 
linked  by  a  network  of  community  radio  stations.

Report 

to  the  Listener 


KPFA  is  economizing.  Every  summer,  we  experience  a  serious  cash  flow  prob- 
lem, and  this  reduced  Folio  is  just  one  measure  we  have  taken  to  cut  expenses. 
We  anticipate  a  minimum  $9,000  a  month  deficit  between  now  and  the  Fall  when 
several  major  fund-raising  activities  are  planned.  To  close  this  gap,  we  are  cutting 
back  on  station  expenses  such  as  Folio  printing  costs,  long  distant  phone  calls, 
vacation  relief  pay,  and  many  other  items.  In  addition,  many  workers  here  are, 
once  again,  deferring  their  pay.  Essentially  this  means  that  the  station  staff  is 
lending  money  to  station  operating  expenses,  interest  free. 

Clearly,  this  is  an  unacceptable  situation  on  a  long-term  basis,  and  long-range 
financial  planning  must  be  instituted  to  make  certain  we  sail  through  next  sum- 
mer without  facing  financial  crisis.  The  first  steps  are  being  taken:  August  21st 
inaugurates  an  ongoing  series  of  KPFA-sponsored  music  benefits.  This  first  bene- 
fit is  a  concert  of  Bay  Area  Jazz  Giants  (check  back  cover  for  details),  and  we 
hope  you  can  come. 

Also  this  month,  we  will  have  our  first  on-air  fund-raising  auction  and  bazaar, 
offering  donated  merchandise,  services,  and  tapes  of  some  very  special  KPFA 
programs  to  the  higest  bidders.  August  16-20,  stay  tuned  for  the  selling  of  the 
President  (Ford  in  this  case)  as  we  present  an  hour-long  wrap-up  of  the  Republi- 
can Convention  in  Kansas  City.  Larry  Bensky  and  Bill  Sokol  will  host. 

And  in  October,  plan  to  attend  KPFA's  first  annual  Audio  Fair  at  the  Oakland 
Auditorium  with  an  auction  of  hi-fi  equipment,  demonstration  booths,  displays 
of  the  latest  in  electronic  equipment,  and  much  more. 

Currently,  KPFA's  financial  committee  is  planning  these  fund-raising  events, 
but  the  committee  members  all  have  other  station  duties  as  well,  and  we  are 
looking  for  an  experienced  events  coordinator  to  work  with  us  on  a  commission 
basis  in  the  future.  The  job  will  be  open  until  August  15  at  which  time  we  hope 
to  make  a  hire. 

We  believe  we  are  going  in  the  right  direction  as  far  as  financial  planning  is 
concerned,  but  it  will  take  several  months  for  it  to  begin  to  pay  off  enough  to 
reduce  our  debt  and  allow  us  to  pay  back  salaries.  As  always,  we  hope  you  will 
continue  to  support  KPFA  in  these  lean  times.  If  you  can,  upgrade  your  sub- 
scription or  donate  to  the  station.  Every  dollar  counts.
